Another entered hfe 
back, passed through bis body, then through ceiling 
tile, and then “was lest somewhere in the ruling 
interspace.” , ! 

Five bystanders were wounded by the remaining 
five bullets. 

Where the record gets murky is in tying the 
weapon, Iver-Jofanson H53725, to the recovered bul- 
lets.
